Claim 65 (new): A method of treating Syndrome X in a mammalian patient in need 
of such treatment, comprising administering to said patient a compound in accordance with 
Claim 47 in an amount that is effective to treat Syndrome X. 

Claim 66 (new): A method of treating a lipid disorder selected from the group 
conisting of dyslipidemia, hyperlipidemia, hypertriglyceridemia, hypercholesterolemia, low 
HDL and high LDL in a mammalian patient in need of such treatment, comprising administering 
to said patient a compound in accordance with Claim 47 in an amount that is effective to treat 
said lipid disorder.
